Opera Star of 
1930s Is 
Dead at 65 


FLORENCE, Italy (AP) - 


Gladys Swarthout, mezzo sop- 
rane hailed by critics as the 
"best female singer in the opera 
world" during the 1930s, died 
here Monday of a heart attack, 
it was reported today. She was 
65. 


Miss Swarthout had suffered 


from 
ear trouble for many 


years and underwent ear sur- 
gery twice in Houston, Tex. 


A native of Deepwater, Mo., 


Miss Swarthout spent a few 
years with the Chicago Civic 
Opera before making her debut 
at New York's Metropolitan Op- 
era in 1929. 


Her success was sudden and 


lasting. She was the top female 
star of the Metropolitan in the 
1930s and was acclaimed by 
critics in the United States and 
Canada. 


She had been living for sever- 


al years in Florence, the Renais- 
sance city which she fell in love 
with during a tour of Italy to 
improve her Italian. 


She retired from the Met in 


1945. 
. 'In 1950 Miss Swarthout sang 
Carmen in the first opera ever 
staged exclusively for televi- 
sion. Between operas she gave 
numerous concerts, was a regu- 
lar performer on radio pro- 
grams and made five Hollywood 
movies. 


Miss Swarthout married Har- 


ry Richmond Kern in 1925 and 
became a widow in 1930. The

Frank M. Chapman, who died 
three years ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate passed on a voice vote 
Tuesday a bill that includes an 
authorization of $50 million for 
the Ozarks Regional Commis- 
sion, 
composed of Arkansas, 


Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Kan- 


sas. 


The bill authorizes $581 mil- 


lion for the Ozarks commission 
and five other regional develop- 
ment commissions over the next 
two years. 


The bill also brings Alaska 


under the commission umbrella 
for th first time and includes 
an additional $80 million for the 
Appalachian 
road 
program 


A bill pending in tne House 


provides $477 million for five 
commissions. The bulk of the 
money, $496 million in the Sen- 
ate 
and 
252 million in the 


House, goes for the Appalachian 
commission.

searching for possible flaws that 
could delay or ruin the $350 mil- 
lion flight. 


The lengthy countdown is to 


start at 8 p.m. EOT Thursday, 
aiming for a liftoff next Wednes- 
day at 9:32 a.m. 


The three astronauts who will 


make the momentous 
journey, 


Neil A. Armstrong, Edwin E. 
Aldrin Jr. and Michael Collins, 
planned several more hours to- 
day in the command ship train- 
er, 
practicing 
the

launching phase and what they 
would do in various emergency 
situations. 


Walter J. Kapryan, deputy di- 


rector of launch operations, 
said: 


"We are moving ahead toward 


launch with confidence, based 
on experience 
—but not with

Inside the cavernous tanks of 


the rocket, crews work in a 
mase of pumps, valves, fuel 
lines, wiring and electronic de- 
vices. They move carefully on 
special walkways and access 
platforms. Conspicuous red tags 
identify 
non-flight equipment 


which must'be removed before 
blastoff. 


Security and quality control 


inspection is tight, said Robert 
G. Abbott, who heads the Saturn 
5 quality surveillance 
branch. 


"A man must have the right 


badges and the right reasons to 
get in any of the three stages."

one working inside the rocket. 
In some cases we require that 
tools be tethered. Anything that 
goes inside, that does not fly, 
must come out again."

If you are p l a n n i n g to 


move and tend to cry easily, 
the next few months may be 
a tough time for you. Sum- 
mer is the peak period for 
moving from one home to 
another and f r i e n d s and 
neighbors who undergo the 
experience are bound to fill 
your ears with tales of woe. 


Anyone who moves seems 


to come away from the ex- 
perience with a sad tale to 
tell. Some of the stories are 
positively heart-breaking. 


The most heart-breaking 


of these are being repeated 
in Washington 
these days 


and are getting a sympa- 
thetic hearing from congres- 
sional committees and the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. There is pretty gen- 
eral agreement that the fre- 
quently s h o d d y treatment 
offered to the citizen on the 
move has deteriorated even 
further of late. 


There's no guarantee that 


either the ICC or Congress 
is going to be able to make 
much of a dent in the prac- 
tices of those who transport 
household goods. And even if 
they do, the effects are not 
apt to be felt for some time. 


Meanwhile, if you have to 


move your family from one 
home to another, you'll have 
to do the best you can to 
defend yourself under cur- 
rent conditions. Here are a 
few tips you should find help- 
ful: 


• Pick a slow season. All 


other things being equal, the 
worst time to move is during 
the summer months, partic- 
ularly in those weeks just 
before school begins. 


Trying to move in the 


summer is like trying to get 
tickets for opening night. 
Everyone else is trying, too. 
This makes it hard to re- 
serve the time you want, 
hard to deal with people al- 
ready overworked and hard 
to get the move made effi- 
ciently when the company is 
short-handed. 


There's no certainty that 


your move will be made 
more easily in January than 
in July, but the odds run that 
way. 


• Discount e s t i m a t e s . 


There is great c o n f u s i o n 
about cost estimates in inter- 
state moves. Inexperienced 
customers tend to regard 
them 
as 
bids, and 
often 


choose the firm that submits 
the lowest figure. Estima- 
tors, of course, know better, 
but do little to educate the 
customer since it may only 
lose them a contract. 


The only purpose of the 


estimate is to provide you 
and the shipper with some 
idea of the size and cost of 
the shipment. Since all inter- 
state carriers levy identical 
charges for shipping, based 
on the weight of the ship- 
ment, the figure is not a bid. 


• He adequately insured. 


While it is true that damage 
tu your goods is only one of 
the many hazards you face 
when yuu hire a mover, it is 
the onlv one you can insure 
yourself against, so it's wise 
to du so You can't, however, 
.simply rely on the carrier's 
coverage

n the center of Westminster College campus, in Fulton, 


Missouri, is the Churchill Quadrangle, a complex of build* 


ings for living and study, At the heart of this is America's 
largest memorial to Sir Winston: the restoration of the church 
of St. Mary Aidermanbury, from London. 


The most significant speech which Churchill made in 


America was delivered at the college in 1946. In it, his use for 
the first time of the term "iron curtain" recognized, with dra- 
matic insight, a new, post-war division of power. And it alerted 
the West to be on guard for the Cold War; he proposed an 
Anglo-American alliance to protect the western world from 
Soviet policies, out of which grew NATO. 


The 17th century church of St. Mary Aidermanbury in 


London, built by Sir Christopher Wren, had been badly dam- 
aged during the World War II blitz. It has now been faithfully 
reconstructed on the Westminster campus, following the orig- 
inal design, and is ready to begin a new life as college chapel. 
There is also an underground gallery, museum and library, to 
house the collection of Churchill letters, photographs, books, 
manuscripts and paintings. The film collection is already the 
most complete in the world. 


The church had been destined for destruction since it no 


longer served a parish in London. Now it will be at once 
America's newest and oldest church, open to all who wish to 
worship there.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAO 


'Jockey Strap Itch' 


Is Form of Ringworm 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—How c o n t a g i o u s is 


jockey strap itch? Can it be 
spread by sexual contact? 
How can it be cured? 


A—This is a form of ring- 


worm. It can be transmitted 
by close contact but con- 
tagion depends on such fac- 
tors as individual suscepti- 
bilbility and the degree of 
moisture of the exposed skin. 


Q—What is the cause and 


treatment of mycosis fun- 
goides? 
Is it a f o r m of 


cancer? 


A—The cause of this slow- 


ly evolving disease is not 
known. It is characterized 
by multiple tumors of wide- 
ly varied appearance. It is 
a form of cancer but, being 
superficial, it can often be 
cured if it is recognized 
early in its c o u r s e and 
treated promptly. Although 
still experimental, t a k i n g 
radio-active sulfur by mouth 
has given promising results. 
Other beneficial treatments 
are the local application of 
fluocinolone acetonide (Syn- 
alar) and nitrogen mustard. 


Q—Is there any known 


way of changing the color of 
the iris other than using 
tinted contact lenses? 


A—No, but some minor 


changes in color may occur 
with age. 


Q—-I have a dark spot on 


my leg which my doctor says 
is a blood tumor. It gets big- 
ger and redder each time I 
menstruate. Will it become 
malignant? What is the best 
treatment? 


A—Strictly 
speaking, 
a 


blood tumor or hematoma 
is a collection of blood in 
the tissues due to an injury. 
In time it is absorbed. What 
you have is probably a he- 
mangioma or vascular mole. 
These may be treated by in- 
jecting a coagulating agent. 
In some clinics they are now 
treated with a laser beam. 
The type of treatment would 
depend on the size of the 
lesion 
and 
the 
surgeon's 


preference. 


Q—What is the cause of 


intestinal gangrene? 
If X 


rays and other tests were 
made two months prior to 
death would they show that 
the intestines were diseased? 
In an elderly person, could 
an operation c o r r e c t this 
condition? 


A—Gangrene of the bowel 


may be caused by a strangu- 


lated hernia, kinking of the 
bowel or a clot obstructing 
the blood supply. An X-ray 
examination would give evi- 
dence of these diseases if 
they were present. They all 
constitute a surgical emer- 
gency and, unless the elder- 
ly victim were in a very 
weakened condition, opera- 
tion would offer the best 
chance of recovery.

War Deaths 
LowestSince 
Last April

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - U. S, 


battle deaths in Vietnam dropp- 
ed last week to the lowest level 
since late April, giving apparent 
support to President Nixon'spos* 
ition that casualties rise and 
fell with the level of enemy 
attacks. 


Although official figures are 


not yet final, sources say the 
toll jbr the week ending July 4 
probably will be down generally 
close 
to the 
163 Americans 


killed in action in the week end- 
ing April 26, the last time there 
was a lull in the fighting. 


The cause of U.S. casualties 


has been a matter of growing 
controversy, with some critics 
contending U.S. battlefield initi- 
atives bring about high losses. 


Nixon told a news conference 


June 19, "Our casualties are in 
direct ratio to the level of ene- 
my attacks." 


Insisting U.S. forces have not 


escalated their operations, the 
President said "We have only 
responded to what the enemy has 
done." 


Strategists still are puzzling 


over the significance of the lack 
of enemy 
ground operations. 


The last lull continued about 


two 
weeks 
before 
enemy as- 


saults swung upward abruptly 
in mid-May, bringing U.S. com- 
bat killed to 430 in the week 
ending May 17. 


The peak week for 1969 saw 


•453 names addded to the killed 
in action roster in the final week 
of February, and the enemy's 
post-Tet offensive. This follow- 
ed immediately a pull which car- 
ried U.S. battle deaths down to 
164 in the week ending Febru- 
ary 22. 


Thus, at the low point of two 


previous lulls in enemy attacks 
tills 
year. 
American battle 


deaths 
settled 
down to about 


163-164, and indications are that 
roughly this happened again in 
late June-early July. 


The six-month toll 
in 1969 


stands close to 6,500 —about

Nixon Orders 
Pullout of 
15,000 More

dent Nixon ordered today the 
withdrawal of nearly 15,000 U.S. 
military men from overseas 
bases in the next year- but not 
from Vietnam or other trouble 
spots.

the men will be taken were not 
announced.

bring a school desegregation 
suit against the Chicago Board 
of Education unless steps are 
taken toward faculty integration 
in the nation's second largest 
school system. 


The Justice Department noti- 


fied the Chicago board it had 
concluded, after an extensive 
examination of the citys school 
policies! that present faculty as- 
signment transfers procedures 
deny equal protection Of the 
laws to Negro pupils. 


Any suit against Chicago 


would be the government's larg- 
est single desegregation action 
since passage of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. The largest city now 
under a court order is Houston, 
Tex. 


In a letter to Board President 


Frank M. Whiston, Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Jerris Leonard said the de- 
partment is providing school of- 
ficials "with an opportunity to 
take appropriate steps to elimi- 
nate voluntarily the racially dis- 
criminatory practices we found 
in the operation of the school 
system." 


The department investigation, 


Leonard said, "compels the con- 
clusion that the school system's 
practices with respect to the as- 
signment and transfer of faculty 
and staff members has had the 
effect of denying to Negro stu- 
dents in the Chicago public 
schools the equal protection of 
the laws." 


The letter said 215 of Chica- 


go's 
578 elementary, junior and 


senior high schools have all- 
white or all-Negro faculties. 


In addition, the letter said, 93 


per cent of the Negro elementa- 
ry and junior high teachers 
were assigned to schools where 
Negro youngsters comprised 90 
to 100 per cent of the~« eroll- 
ments. 


Only three per cent of the Ne- 


gro elementary and junior high 
teachers 
were 
assigned to 


schools that had more than a 50 
per cent white enrollment, Leo- 
nard said.
